PARIS. — Communist*, seeking 
by strike threats to force official 
assistance to Spanish Socialist*, 
charged today a Fascist uprising 
threatened France. 

Tile Communist newspaper 
L’Humanite laid the Fascist plot 
to the French “Social" party, po¬ 
litical organization headed by Col. 
Francois de la Rocque which arose 
from the dissolved Croix de Feu 
veterans league. 

Call Hour Strike 

The charges followed Commun¬ 
ist instructions to 300,000 metal 
workers in the Parish region to 
drop their tools for a one-hour 
strike today in protest against the 
French policy of non-intervention 
in the Spanish civil war. 

The strike shut down the prin- 
: cipal airplane and automobile fae- 
| tories in the Paris area. Company 
officials in the affected factories 
| acknowledged virtually all union 
members answered the summons. 

The Communist newspaper as¬ 
serted de la Rocque, at a secret 
meeting of 30 “regional chiefs" 
yesterday, issued orders for the 
organization of "shock troops” 
and "outlined a plan for civil war.” 

Plans Seizure 

The party leader and his lieu¬ 
tenants made detailed plans for 
seizing control of various provin¬ 
cial cities and, the paper declared, 
told his aides to: 

“Keep in contact with active re¬ 
serve army officers particularly 
those in charge of guns so we can 
place our hands on arms and am¬ 
munition at the desired moment." 

De la Rocque also ordered his 
aides to buy all possible supplies of 
guns from private sources, 
L'Humanite reported. 

Premier Leon Blum earlier had 
refused to yield to pressure to re¬ 
vise his government's neutrality 
program.

Rumbling lines of artillery 
moved into place for an offensive 
which rebel commanders asserted 
would remove the only obstalee in 
the march on the Biscay hay re¬ 
sort city. 

Bombing Blanch Ready 

Socialist militiam^i strength¬ 
ened their forces inside the be¬ 
sieged fort overlooking the small 
town of Ra:;ije.s. Sporadic fight¬ 
ing continued near Ancho as the 
Fascists sought to seize control 
of the highway into the coastal 
community. 

The government, general staff 
ordered fighting planes into defen¬ 
sive aetion to bornh consolidated 
rebel positions in devastated Irun 
and Fuenterrabia. 

Shells Fail in France 

A bombing plane, circling deep 
over French territory, dropped 
two heavy projectiles on Trun and 
eight lighter ones on Fuenterra¬ 
bia. Damage to the two Fascist- 
dominated cities was only slight. 

Rebel anti-aircraft batteries re¬ 
plied to the aerial attack but 
failed to score a hit, some of th< 
shells falling In France. 

Government defending forces in 
San Sebastian, meanwhile, were , 
reported split, m three directions 
by dissension. 

Loyal Forces Split 

Basque volunteers w*n »!«• 
dared to be advocatning surren¬ 
der of the resort city to avoid 
bloodshed during the rebel ad¬ 
vance. Socialists and armed work¬ 
ers of the militia wen- favoring 
a campaign of strategy to oppose 
the Fascist offensive without 
bringing damage to the city. 

Anarchists and Communists, 
whose numbers were estimated at 
500, were reported to have adopt¬ 
ed a "no surrender no quarter" 
stand, favoring setting fire to the 
city before surrender to the in¬ 
vading attackers. 


Orange county cows produce 
more butterfat. 

In a. compilation of cow-testing 
association records made by the 
bureau of dairy industry of the 
United States department of agri¬ 
culture, the Orange County Cow¬ 
testing association ranked first in 
the nation for the average produc¬ 
tion of butterfat in associations 
having from 11 to 20 herds under 
test, Farm Ail visor Harold Wahl- 
berg announced today. 

In the average production of 
milk, Orange county ranked sec¬ 
ond in the nation, Wahlberg said. 

The figures were compiled from 
876 cow-testing associations 
throughout the nation, with 3 7,344 
herds and 404,412 cows under test. 

As a final record, members of 
the Orange county association led 
all other associations in the United 
States in average butterfat pro¬ 
duction per cow. 

Testing 1142 cows, the county 
association compiled a record of 
467 pounds of butterfat, to lead 
the Morris cow-testing association 
of Hew Jersey, with a record of 
404 pounds. The Mendocino Lake 
association of California was 
third, with 396. 

The Sunflower association of j 
Kansas outranked the Orange J 
county association, 11,042 to 11,- 
026 pounds, in the average pro¬ 
duction of milk. The United as¬ 
sociation of New York was third, 
with 10,582. 


Six persons were injured, none 
critically, in traffic crashes in Or¬ 
ange county Saturday and Sunday.

FUERTH, Germany, (.P) As- 
i sombly of 50,000 disciplined Ger¬ 
man youths, who concluded a six- 
weeks' march to this Numberg 
suburb, celebrated today the first 
event of the annual Nazi party 
convention. 

The army of youth tramped Into 
its tent city from all directions in 
preparation for the formal open¬ 
ing of the National Socialist con¬ 
clave tomorrow. 

They joined their forces with 
those of other delegations to the 
convention and awaited the com¬ 
mand to appear Thursday before 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler, the high¬ 
light of their participation in the 
party councils. 

Decisions of the party congress 
were being predicted eagerly 
throughout Germany today with 
political interest manifested in 
Nazi circles and apprehension dis¬ 
played among large landholders 
and Jews. Some forecast new re- j 
strict ions which might curtail 
drastically Jewish participation in 
business and ownership of land.

day set aside in honor of working 
men and women. 

Business houses, banks, public 
offices, and the postoffice were 
closed. There was no imv.l deliv¬ 
ery Main street and other 
through routes were lined with 
ears as throngs made their way to 
the beaches. 

Huntington Beach was a mccca 
for tourists and others on Labor 
day outings as that city prepared 
to wind up its Black Gold celebra¬ 
tion. 

Orange County Central Labor 
Union and its affiliated local 
unions held an all-day outing at 
Irvine park, with a basket lunch 
served at noon. 

Herbert C. Legg, chairman of 
the Los Angeles county board of 
supervisors, was scheduled to 
speak this afternoon. Jack Cren- 
dle, head of the central labor 
union, was to act as master of 
ceremonies.

L K E D S, England, t/P) Lord 
Moynihan, 70, prominent British 
medical authority who proposed 
legislation for legislation of mercy 
deaths, died today 

Baron Berkley George Andrew 
Moynihan died six days after his 
wife, Isabella, whom he married 
ir. 1895. He collapsed from grief 
a day after her funeral and be¬ 
came steadily worse. 

Lord Moynihan drew fire from 
Catholic groups last year when he 
advanced a plan to make legal the 
killing of "persons suffering from 
incurable disease.” He organized 
the "voluntary euthanasia so¬ 
ciety” after a British doctor was 
reported to have admitted five 
"mercy slayings.” 


WASHINGTON. (/P) Secretary 
! Perkins estimated today that 
I 8,500,000 workers had found priv- 
! vate or government jobs since the 
1 low point of the depression in 
| March, 1933. 

“Some 1,000,000 men anti women 
j who were jobless at this time last 
| year have been added to the ranks 
of workers in private industry, 
and the amount of money in pay 
j envelopes has been increased 
nearly $42,000,000 in weekly 
i wages,” the secretary said in a 
j Labor day radio speech. 

Observing the 49th anniversary 
of the first Labor day, Miss Per- 
I kins held “substantial gains have 
been made each year since 1032, 
j and advances on the economic 
I front have been so consolidated as 
to give every indication that they 
will be sustained to the ultimate 
benefit of every man, woman and 
child in the United States." 

Since the low point in the de¬ 
pression. Miss Perkins estimated 
that nearly 5,500,000 workers had 
found jobs in private industry and 
that 3,000,000 others “are working 
on useful emergency jobs provided 
by the government.” 


WASHINGTON. (JP) Coupling 
both rural and urban relief prob¬ 
lems, President Roosevelt last 
night allocated $2,500,000 to stim¬ 
ulate absorption of relief workers 
by private industry, and, turning 
to the drought-bound regions, as¬ 
serted “we are going to conserve 
soil, conserve water and conserve 
life." 

in a radio address, reporting on 
his 5000-mile personal survey of 
the arid West, the President spoke 
first of providing work for 
drought - stricken farmers. The 
government, he asserted, will pro¬ 
vide both immediate work relief 
and a longer-time plan of aid. 

1’le.a To Employers 

Then, into a microphone in the 
first floor oval room of the White 
House, he appealed to employers, 
large and small, to use the help of 
the federal and state employment 
services "whenever in the general 
pickup of business they require 
more workers.” 

He announced then that the 
United States employment service 
will receive $2,500,000 “to make 
an even more intensive search 
than it has yet been equipped to 
make, to find opportunities in i 
(Please Turn (o Page 2.

PARIS. 0TI France, deciding to 
ask for more than $275,000,000 ad- 
: ditional to bolster her armed serv- 
ices, moved simultaneously today 
toward a new world disarmament 
effort. 

The cabinet drafted a new na- 
! t.ional defense bill to provide for 
an initial appropriation in 1937 of 
14,200,000,000 francs (currently 
; $276,360,000) to answer Germany’s 
recent doubling of her universal 
conscription term. 

Plan Disarming Lead 

Then tho ministers announced 
they would take the lead at the 
league of Nations meetings in 
Geneva this fall for a general con¬ 
vention on “limitation and con¬ 
trolled reductions of armaments." 

The cabinet, after a long meet¬ 
ing with President Albert Lebrun 
at Elysee palace, announced the 
bill opening up the 4,200,000,000- 
franc credit for improvement and 
extension of fighting equipment 
had been approved by the minis¬ 
ters. It will be presented in the 
autumn. 

How It Will Be Spent 

The money will be spent to in¬ 
crease fighting equipment and for 
the “improvement” of the army, 
navy and air force. 

The new credits will be in ad¬ 
dition to the regular 1936 na¬ 
tional defense budget of 13,500,- 
000,000 francs I $888,300,000). 

A decree authorizing the im- 
medite expenditure of 100,000,000 
francs ($6,580,000) for "extraor¬ 
dinary work" at naval bases also 
was approved. Thus France 
plunged into a program of fever¬ 
ish military activity despite a 
fresh pledge of peace from Pre¬ 
mier Blum.

private employment for workers 
registered with it.” 

This sum will be in addition to 
11,500,000 allocated to the same 
agency on August 25. 

No Lessening 

“This does not mean,” the Presi¬ 
dent said, "that there will be any 
lessening of our efforts under our 
WPA and PWA and other work- 
relief programs until all workers 
have decent jobs in private em¬ 
ployment at decent wages.” 

Re-empioyment in industry is 
proceeding rapidly, he said, add¬ 
ing that government spending 
was in large part responsible for 
keeping industry going and put¬ 
ting it in a position to make 
this re-employment possible. 

Describing his western trip as 
a "journey of husbandry," Mr. 
Roosevelt asserted not only that 
work relief for drought victims 
would continue, but also that a 
long-range program of water and 
soil conservation and better land 
use will be put into effect in co¬ 
operation with looai and state 
govrnents. 

"Spending like this is not 
waste,” he said referring to the 
thousands of farmers now build¬ 
ing farm to market roads and 
employed on other projects.

The man picked to capture the 
Thompson classic, won in 1932 by 
Major James H. Doolittle, In 1933 
by James R. (Jimmie) Wedell, in 
1934 by Col. Roscoe Turner and 
last year by Harold Neumann, was 
dashing Lieut. Michel Detroyat, 
pride of France. 

The 30-year-old Frenchman, who 
1 came over for the express purpose 
of taking the trophy back to 
France,, demonstrated his ability 
yesterday in winning the $6000 
Greve race. 

Seventy-five thousand specta¬ 
tors gasped as mishap befell Joe 
Jacobson of Kansas City, "hard 
luck” pilot of the 1930 races, and 
Rudy Kling of Lemont, III. 

Both fliers, landing after racing 
in the Greve event, crashed in the 
center of the field in accidents 
spaced a few minutes apart. 

Neither was badly hurt, but 
their planes, entered in today's 
Thompson race, were wrecked. 
Jacobson, who came on to Los An¬ 
geles after his ship exploded in 
Kansas last Friday, said oil 
spewed from his motor onto his 
goggles, blinding him as he landed.

Kling, whose ship was demol¬ 
ished, said the sun blinded him,

The new product was expected 
to find considerable medical use 
in the treatment of malnutrition, 

I anemia, and other diseases result¬ 
ing from infe stations of worms in 
j the body. The fluid from which 
it was Isolated has already been 
I found effective in curbing out- 
| breaks of whif)worm in some parts 
j of the South, Dr. Walti said. 

Ficin was obtained from the 
milky sap of the fig tree, he ex¬ 
plained, and crystallized through 
a delicate chemical process. It 
has been identified as the active 
agent in a drug known as “oje,” 
widely used by Central and South 
1 American Indians in treating a 
J large number of diseases, some of 
| which result from worms. 

Ficin thus joined the family of 
ancient drugs brought into modern 
usage, such as ephedrine, which 
was known for centuries by the 
i Chinese, and now is used in drying 
uj) mucous membranes of cold 
sufferers.

NEWPORT-BALBOA. — With 
start of work on a $172,000 high¬ 
way improvement job between this 
city and Laguna Beach scheduled 
for the near future, the list of 
public improvement projects along 
the Orange county costline began 
to assume proportions of a small 
national debt. Public, work proj¬ 
ects in four western Orange coun¬ 
ty coast cities had reached the 
astounding total of $3,436,000 to¬ 
day, it was pointed out here by 
officials. 

Many of the projects under way 
and recently completed have been 
directly connected with the New¬ 
port Harbor district. In fact more 
than $3,000,000 worth of the work 
has been centered in the Newport 
Harbor district, a check revealed 
today. 

Chief among the projects was 
the $2,000,000,000 federal harbor 


development project. Work is to 
start soon in the Newport Harbor 
section on a $300,000 sewage dis¬ 
posal project; a $225,000 sea wall 
around Balboa Island, which will 
he partly financed by the federal 
government, and on the state high¬ 
way job between this city and La¬ 
guna Beach, which will cost 
$176,000. 

Meanwhile work is nearing com¬ 
pletion on widening of the state 
highway along the coast from Seal 
Beach to Newport Beach at a cost 
of $153,000 and work will be com¬ 
pleted about Sept. 30 on the 
Arches overhead crossing at a cost 
ot $180,000. 

In addition to these projects at 
Newport Beach, the neighboring 
city of Huntington Beach has com¬ 
pleted an $81,000 sewage disposal 
plant and plans the construction 
of a $50,000 ocean front recreation

Some observers of the world of 
music were skeptical when it was 
announced the then 18-year-old 
violin genius would retire for two 
seasons at the close of an around- 
the-world tour. It just wasn't 
done; not while an artist was at 
the top of the heap, with the 
money rolling in. Managers argued 
the years were too valuable to be 
"wasted” in rest and study such 
as Yehudi planned. He had youth 
and strength and unlimited talent: 
why should he stop playing con¬ 
certs ? 

”1 want my children to know a 
real home for a little while,” added 
Marutha Menuhin. 

The skeptics would be convinced 
of the reality of the retirement 
could they see Yehudi Menuhin to¬ 
day. He radiates good health and 
high spirits. He is firmly buiit; 
although only five feet eight or so 
in height he weighs 165 pounds.

Primitive Methods

San Francisco with a large herd 
of cattle from the proceeds of 
which was to be purchased a ship 
load of lumber with which don Sal¬ 
vador contemplated flooring, roof¬ 
ing, and extending his family's lit¬ 
tle adobe to the size of a small 
■ mansion. 

Vaqueros Bring Blague 

In due time the aqueros re¬ 
turned with news of the ship voy¬ 
age to San Juan in the near fu- 
, ture bringing the lumber. But in 
San Francisco they had contracted 
, the black smallpox or "viruela,” 
I from which they were only par- 
, tially recovered, and the night of 
I their arrival they attended a huge 
| Indian fiesta at the mission. The 
, qerms spread like wildfire and in 
less than a month and a half 129 
Indians died of the plague, which 
also spread to the Californians 
causing numerous deaths, one of 
the late to die being Don Salvador 
himself, on Jan. 17, 1863. 

In the meanwhile the shipload of 
lumber had arrived but was it 
used on the Canedo adobe ? No, it 
was al! used up making coffins and 
crosses for the victims of the 
plague, the last of it going to the 
unfortunate Don Salvador. 

Having inherited the adobe from 
hie late brother, Don Francisco 
Canedo, another son of Jose Ma¬ 
ria and Dona Rosa, caused to be 
built onto the eastern end of it a 
new room for his bride Dona Po- 
lonia Montano, and subsequently 
added two more rooms to the east 
end, these serving as the dining 
room and kitchen. Today only 
the original Indian room and Dona 
Polonia's remain but in a perfect 
state of preservation. 

Owner Born In 1 85 1 

The direct male line of the fam¬ 
ily having ended with Don Fran¬ 
cisco the ancient house passed by 
inheritance to Dona Balbineda 
Ruiz y Canedo de Aguilar, its 
present owner. Dona Balbineda, 
the daughter of Don Jose Ruiz and 
Dona Francisca Canedo de Ruiz, 
a causin of Don Francisco and 
Don Salvador, has he distinction 
of being born in the old mission 
itself, way gack in 1854. * 

For at that time her parents 
were occupying the south room of 
the long adobe "cuartel" or bar¬ 
racks of the mission, still standing, 
but at present much altered and 
without Its red tile roof. Their 
house had been destroyed by fire 
and while repairs were being 
made they accepted Don Juan 
Forster's invitation to live in the 
ex-mission buildings, at that time 
his home. 

Strange as it is, Corporal Jose 
Canedo's descendant was thus 
born in the very buildings where 
the corporal had lived back in the 
days of the Mexican empire, when 
his rash act resounded from the 
far away frontier province to the 
very capital of the nation in a 
“cause celehre” which lasted from 
1823 to 1825. 

Here she lives today, sur¬ 
rounded by her children and 
grandchildren in the qua n . white¬ 
washed abode house with il spa¬ 
cious corridor, mission tile walks, 
swinging “ollas" or Indian water 
jars hanging in the shade of the 
corridor, aged cactus plants, and a 
little flower garden boasting 
roses of Castile of the original 
mission stock brought from Old 
Spain in days of long ago by the 
kindly mission padres.

24,000 Unhatched Votes 

ASA TIP to our Republican and Democratic friends 
■Cx. who might be tempted, to bet as a result of The Liter¬ 
ary Digest poll, we suggest that they don’t—that is, not 
yet, anyway. 

In fact, The Digest, in releasing the first meager 
returns of its Roosevelt-Landon vote, issued the warning 
that “it would be a rash prophet indeed who would base 
any predictions whatsoever upon this first handful of 
24,000-odd votes.” 

Hie ballots counted are from only Maine, New Jer¬ 
sey , New York and Pennsylvania and none of them come 
from large cities. Besides that, these states, except New 
York, are normally Republican. Incidentally, the votes 
show a big lead for Landon, 16,056 compared to Roose¬ 
velt’s 7645. 

Digest polls have a reputation for unusual accuracy. 
But 24,000 ballots are a mighty meager return to indi¬ 
cate the trend in a nation which cast nearly 40,000,000 
votes in the last presidential election. We hope none of 
our readers gamble any of their hard-earned money on 
the basis of this first counting of unhatched chickens.

Aviation Flies Ahead 

rpHESE are exciting days in aviation. Mrs. Beryl 
. Markham, a young Englishwoman, makes a solo 
flight from England across the Atlantic to the United 
States—the first time it has ever been done. Harry Rich- 
man, an actor, flies east to west across the Atlantic in 
16 hours. The National Air races at Los Angeles come 
to a thrilling conclusion after showing more than 100,000 
spectators some of the finer points in aviation. 

Flying, as it is today, represents an enormous advance 
in scientific and social progress. Countries that were once 
weeks away by the fastest modes of travel, now have 
become only a day apart. 

As the world shrinks and distant lands become neigh¬ 
bors, there develops a better understanding, and there is 
a tendency toward friendliness and trade.

And it will be possible to fly any place on this 
planet within a few hours. Yes, these are exciting days 
in aviation. But they only hint at what is to come.
